Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: During the 
Interview the inventive features of the current application and how they differ from cumulative teaching of the prior art 
of record were discussed. It was observed and agreed that prior art of record does not teach: "transmitting at least a 
portion of historical energy usage information associated with at least one end user to at least a portion of a plurality of 
energy providers by the by the moderating computer, by the moderating computer working in conjunction with at least 
one adjunct computer, or by the moderating computer working in conjunction with a control computer, during an 
automated bidding process". Further, changes to the claim language were discussed in order to clarify patentable 
subject matter and avoid issues under 35 USC 101. Finally, the agreement was reached and the Representative gave 
authorization for the Examiner Amendment to amend the claims and, thereby, place the claims into the condition of 
allowance..
